Council chooses new truck route” 


Two.access roads to be built

Faced with an Aug. 15 dead- 
line. to approve a new truck 
route to and from the North 
Granite area, the City Council on 
Tuesday agreed on a new path 
that winds its way through the 
downtown and West Granite 


eas. 

City leaders have been consid- 
ering — and arguing about — 
various alternative routes for 
several months. While the new 
route is not the most direct nor 
the shortest path out of the city, 
its adoption virtually guarantees 
$750,000 for the city to build two 
new access roads into the North 
Granite neighborhood. 

One of the proposed access 
roads is an extension of Nameo- 
ki Drive from 25th Street south 
to West 22nd Street. The other 
access road would run north and

south connecting Sinclair Street 
to Colonial Drive near West Pon- 
toon Road. 

‘The City Council is expected to 
formally adopt an ordinance 
establishing a truck route 
accessing the North Granite 
area at its Aug. 16 meeting. 
‘Although that date does not meet 
a deadline set by the Mlinois 
Commerce Commission, City 
Attorney Leo Konzen said that 
the ICC would accept an indica- 
tion that the council will formal- 
ly adopt the new route Aug. 16. 

The route will not take effect 
until November 1995 or the com- 
pletion of a proposed extension 
of Nameoki Drive to West 22nd 
Street,, whichever comes first. 

To follow the chosen~route out 
of ‘North Granite to Highway 3, 
drivers will take the new exten- 
sion of Nameoki Drive to West 
20nd Street, take West 22nd east 
to Adams Street, follow Adams 


two blocks south to 20th Street, 
take 20th west to West 20th, fol- 
low West 20th to Rock Road and 
take Rock Road to Highway 3 
near the Tri-City Regional Port 
District. 

That 1.5-mile route is the only 
proposed alternative to include a 
Fon-conerete street. It includes 
two left turns and three ‘right

But while many in the family 
played a role in the company’s 
success, it was William F. who 
is credited with forming and 
then guiding the firm throughout 
its first 50 years. 

His policies set the tone for 
many of its expansion, 
diversification and 
modernization programs. 

William F. introduced enamel 
to the United States, invented 
granite ware, and continually 
showed how to combine 
Scientific truths and mechanical 
skills to improve processes and 
finished products. 

Along with heading the-steel 
plant and stamping works, he 
was president of the Granite 
Gity-Gas, Light and Fuel Co. and 
was one of the original 
promoters of American Steel 
‘later Amsted Industries) and 
Commonwealth (later General 
Steel Castings). And he was 
director of the Granite City 

National Bank and Granite City 
Realty Co. 








“The army of men employed 
in his many manufacturing 
interests looked on him not as a 
moneyed antagonist, but as a 
fair-minded judge of their 
interest as well as his own; and 
their wives and children knew 
him as a benefactor and 
steadfast friend.” 


My favorite quote about 
William F. was by his son and 
successor, George W. 
Niedringhaus (for whom 
Niedringhaus School was 
named). : 

He wrote of the first visit, in 
August 1891, to what would 
become Granite City, with the

In 1945, while still a high school 
student, William F. Winter walked into 
the Press-Record office in Granite City 
and wrote his first story for the 
newspaper. 

‘On Friday, forty-nine years and many 
thousands of stories later, Winter-

What should people do when they recelve 
their first speeding ticket? Most people realize 
that-if a driver is convicted-of three moving 
violations within a one-year period of time, that 
person's driving privileges will be suspended. 
Should a person consult, with an ‘attomey, 
however, when he is cited for his first moving 
violation? 

The answer to this question depends upon 
the likelihood of being charged with other mov- 
ing violations within the next: twelve months 
and also upon the driver's ability to pay at- 
torney’s fees to seek representation. The driver 
who is. cited for his first-moving violation has 
the option of pleading guilty and paying a 
sriall fine, going to court alone and attempting 
to plea bargain, or retaining an attorney to plea 
bargain on his behalf. Some would say that a 
person really. does not have a problem until he 
is facing his third moving violation. aie: 

One must realize, however, that the driver 
who is Convicted of his first moving violation 
may be cited the next day for two ort ree addi- 


tional moving violations arising out of another 
incident. in'addition, there is also the potential 
of being arrested out of state and not having

the opportunity to appear in Court due to the 
distance involved. Thus what may seem like a 
minor problem when the person receives his 
first moving violation may turn into a major 
problem if additional moving violations appear - 
on the record within a twelve-month period. 

It may be wise for a driver to seek court 
supervision even if it is his first violation. If a 
person obtains court supervision, this means 
that no conviction appears on his record and it 
is not considered a moving violation, Often one . 
must weigh the advantages of keeping his driv. 
ing record clean against the disadvantage of 
paying money’ to be. represented in these 
matters. “ ! 

in one recent case, a driver was cited for im- 
proper lane usage. Since this was his ‘first 
ticket, he paid the fine, and a moving violation 
appeared on his record. Three months later, he 
was-involved in_an automobile-accident.and 
was convicted on a charge of running a stop 
sign. He then had to drive for an eight-month 


period without obtaining another moving viola- 


fion on his.record. It-is evident that even a first 
violation should be taken seriously, since un- 
foreseen problems: may develop in the future.

The Rural Health Initiative 
was passed in 1990 and funded in 
1993 by the Illinois Legislature.

Money from, the initiative will be 
used in Lebanon to help pay for 
equipment, computers and some 
initial staff salaries. St.
